WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 {!Pj~A maflter plan for recon-' 
atructing ii peaceful Europe out of the ruins of war emerged 
today from the decisions of the big three conforcnca at 
Potsdam. But Russia's role in the conflict with Japan re- 
mains cloaked in tho same secrecy aa ever. 

The plan provides for a slripped-doivn Germany, sbora 
of territories, wealth and power. The nation that once 
a-spircd to world dominion 
is to be limited to fannlnar . 
and "peaceful, domestic in- 
tiufltriea." And it is to be aub- 
jected to years of allied con- 
trol until it earns ita way, 
slowly back into the family of 
sovoreiKn nations. 

Tha plan provides also for a 
shaped Poland, nugmentcd by huge 
slices of Germany and stretching 
westward to within 60 miles of Ber- 
lin, and for the addition to Russia ol 
one-third of the terrttoiy of Oer. 
man East Prussia. 

Five" Tower Connctt 
It leaves most other deelslong, 
however, to future peace settle- 
menls. And for these tho big Ihre* 
agreed on a five-power council, In- 
cluding China and Prance Jn ad- 
dition to the United States, Britain 
and Russia, Aastunlng Chin* nntt 
France agree to tha plan, the Ilro 
foreign ministers wUl hold their 
first meellnK in London by Sept. 1.
